The River is Stationary at 37.9 Feot— 


An Extension of the Calamity is Not 


Expected—Caring for Refugees of 


the Flood. 


East St. Louis, Ills., Juno 12.—Tho 


•crisis of tlio flood situation in this 
city has passed. 
Bout crews -which 


were occupied m rescuing victims ot 
the Mood devoted themselves to sav- 
ing property and bringing to higher 
ground belated refugees who previous- 
ly had not believed themselves in im- 
mediate danger. 


Since tho disastrous break in the 


Illinois Central levee the Hood has 
made no dangerous breaks, although 
a portion of the Baltimore & Ohio em- 
bankment gav'j way and the flood area 
was further increased. "With the river 
stationary as. it is, at 37.9 feet, the 
probability ot a recession of the river 
level and tho proved strength of the 
•Broadway embarkment, an extension 
of the calamity is not expected. No 
one could be found to-day who could 
give anything Iu;o a definite idea of 
the property loss. Vague mention or 
"millions of! dollars" was the nearest 
even the best informed citizens could 
give. There is a general disposition 
tc accept minimum reports oC loss 
oi! life, rather than the first exagger- 
ated stories. 
One prominent under- 


taker averred that there had been IH* 
loss o[ life directly in the Hood, al- 
though there had btfen deaths later 
duo indirectly to the <norlluw. 
No 


bodies \vcri recovered lately. 


Tin* \vov\c has been ami wiU con- 


tinuf to be that of caring for tho re- 
i ust' os. 


During -much of the day the city 


was under military rule, though Mayor 
Cook and bis chief of police wore the 
guiding heads. It was found that th-; 
conditions necessitating the Issuo f 
s/ 


rermils to visit threatened portions 
ol the city an't for other purposes 
were working a hardship on many ci'i 
/.ens, and the discipline was relaxed 
to allow free communication between 
here and the Missouri side. 


"There has been much confusion," 


said Mayor Cook, "but I believo that 
•we have brought about order and tho 
redemption of the city will proceed 
•with the system that will result in 
tho least loss."
